“ I am sure we shall get an overwhelming ballot in favor 
of an all-out strike,” National Union of Mineworkers Presi­ 
dent Joe Gormley said 
The miners have been on a production slowdown since 
Nov. 12 to press demands for higher pay. 
Combined with the Arab oil cutback to the West and an 
overtime ban by 29,(XX) railroad engineers, the mine 
slowdown sparked what Prime Minister Edward Heath has 
termed Britain’s gravest crisis since World War II and 


forced the government to put industry on a three-day week 
The government said Monday it may soon relax the three- 
day week and permit a four-day or even a limited five-day 
week again as fuel stocks are larger than expected.

NEW YORK ( U P I)- T he 
devil is real, says the Rev. 
Karl Patzelt, who claims to 
have driven him out of a 
California household. The 
exorcist said many mental 
cases may actually be the 
fault of demonic possession. 
“ It is important to bring 
clarity to these things so 
that persons affected know 
that there is a solution,” he 
told 
reporters 
Monday. 
“ There are more (persons 
possessed > than we think 
and many of those in mental 
institutions do not belong 
there—they belong in the 
hands of a priest.” 
Father Patzelt, pastor of 
Our Lady of Fatima Church 
in San Francisco, said there 
was no question that the 
devil had taken possession 
of a young couple in Daly 
City, Calif., last August. 
There were mysterious 
fires in the home, he said, 
and objects as big as chairs 
were moved when no one 
was near He said he had to 
perform 
the 
rites 
of 


exorcism 14 times before a 
great wave of heat hit the 
room and 
the household 
returned to normal. 


In a report on the case 
that was released in San 
Francisco. Patzelt said “ the 


devil revealed himself each 
time during the service by 
knocking both husband and 


wife down, often to the point 
of unconsciousness, choking 


them, twisting their arms 
behind their back 


“ ...Only the touch of the 
relic of the 
Holy Cross 
brought immediate relief, 
or brought them back to 
consciousness.”

Finch withdraws from race 


SACRAMENTO (UPI > — Former presidential counselor 
Robert H. Finch, citing Watergate and personal reasons, 
has 
officially 
withdrawn 
from 
the 
Republican 
gubernatorial race 
Complaining 
that 
questions 
about 
Watergate 
had 
obscured campaign issues. Finch said. “ If I had run for 
dogcatcher, every question I'd have had would have been on 
Watergate, 
“ I 
can't 
talk 
about the 
Middle East or health 
maintenance organizations without somebody asking about 
Rosemary Wood and the tapes," the former secretary of 
Health. Education and Welfare said 
Finch’s departure from the contest narrowed the 
primary election to two candidates— Lt Gov Ed Reinecke 
and state Controller Houston I. Flournoy. 
Attorney General Evelle Younger, who had been consid­ 
ering making the race, is expected to announce Wednesday 
he will seek re-election 
Finch also said he would not run for the U.S. Senate or 
any elective office this year. 
Finch, now a Los Angeles attorney, left the White House 
in December 1972 and has never been linked with Water­ 
gate. He was overwhelmingly elected lieutenant governor 
in 1966 but resigned to work in the Nixon administration. 
State GOP chairman Gordon C. Luce said in a statement 
that with only two candidates in the gubernatorial race 
Republican chances of victory in the general election were 
"greatly enhanced " 
He said the smaller number of contenders would avoid 
party conflict and dilution of campaign funds. 
Finch told a newsman he expected more of his supporters

Hank Aaron, the Atlanta Braves' outfielder chasing the home-run record 
of Babe Ruth, often has expressed the belief he has never received the 
publicity or endorsement opportunities com m ensurate with his brilliant 
career. 
But, Aaron, with a slash of his pen Monday marked the ledger “ paid in 
full" after announcing a $1 million, five-year promotional contract with the 
Magnavox Company, the richest ever offered an athlete.

It looked like there might have been some steelhead 
fishing in local stream s The water, which had been very 
roily due to the last storm, was beginning to clear up. then 
more rain As we saw San Luis Creek, things did not look 
too promising A few steelhead have been seen in the ocean 
off Arroyo Grande Creek hut here again the lagoon is too 
dirty to fish 
Fishing for steelhead is still unaltered, and is allowable 
on Saturdays. Sundays. Wednesdays and holidays, and 
opening and closing dav 
However, 
rules, this may soon be changed to b< 
year-round trout and salmon season 
The sand bars are washed out fror 
Cambria, and a few steelhead have been taken, again prior 
to the last storm However, these waters are still far to 
roilv for good fishing 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
The creeks in Ventura Count\ were due for a stocking, if 


conditions were favorable, but it is extremely doubtful if 


the planting tanks could get to some of the spots in this 
county. 
Cachuma Lake was also due a planting, and Lopez Lake 


actually got about 7,000 fish This latter water has been 
yielding some nice trout Seems as though the afternoons

A rare visitor, an arctic snowy owl. was “ murdered 
on 
the tidal flats north of Eureka Many bird lovers had been

The bird had been shot soon after its arrival by two 
Eureka men The scene of the 
murder 
was investigated 
by the DFG and resulted in the arrest of the pair The killer 
was fined $500 plus a $125 penalty assessment The other got 
off with a $65 fine and $15 penalty assessment. Apparently 
the killer got the maximum penalty under the law, and we 
would say got off too easily Such characters should be 
made to really feel the punishment with a stiff jail 
sentence. 
Avian cholera has made its annual visit to California in 
the Sacramento Valley The initial outbreak in the Yolo 
Bypass near Sacramento has already killed about 5.000 
pintail ducks and 300 swans. DFG officials say that re- 
flooding the bypass could help the situation Avian cholera 
is a regular winter and early spring visitor to the state, and 
kills waterfowl from a few hundred to many thousand 
This disease can occur anywhere in the state where there 
are concentrations of waterfowl, and could continue until 


the birds migrate north It does not affect human beings, 
but hunters are advised to take only birds that are flying,

Problem remains 


Hopes that something specific will be 
done about the hazardous conditions of the 
Miguelito Flood Control ditch appeared 
dimmer this week following a meeting of 
concerned residents last week. 
The information imparted to the group 
that only approximately $5,000 remains in 
County funds for any type of fencing 
project was certainly not encouraging. It 
is a 
known fact from 
mountains of 
correspondence and personal negotiation 


that the federal government is not about to 
cough up with any additional funds now or 


in the near future to alleviate the problem. 
It appeared that the only hope rested with 
the County Flood Control District and they 
are 
financially 
short 
to 
do the 
job 
necessary. 
City Councilman Sol Lefkowitz gave

some strong assurances to the concerned 
parents that something would be done to 
cope with the hazards of the ditch. What 
the Council member has in mind, was not 
made clear. We will expect that the 
problem will be an agenda item soon for 
the City Council and perhaps then some 
reasons for the assurances by the Council 
member may be explained 


The problem is one of funding and from 
where the funds will come. At this point, 
few 
funds are available for even 
a 


piecemeal job of safety. We believe it is 
reasonable to expect that it will be some 
time before enough funds are accumulated 


from any single source to finish this job. 
Meanwhile, citizens must continue to 
pressure the government entities in order 
that this project never be forgotten 


Uses of Abe Fortas 


One thing you have to say about 
Nixon's 
critics, 
they

thoughtful lot. Mr. Abe Fortas, 
lately of the Supreme Court, is 
surely among the most conspicuous 
of those who have attempted to 
lighten Mr. Nixon’s burden in life. 
Mr Fortas suggests that Congress 
should pass a law immunizing Mr. 
Nixon from any prosecution in the 
event that he resigns. The idea is: 
well, plea bargaining of a sort. But 
Mr. Nixon's position is that he is not 
guilty of any wrongdoing; in which 
case, what use to him would it be to 
be 
assured 
im m unity 
against 
prosecution? Of course, Mr. Nixon 
could be bluffing, in which case 
immunity would be useful. But how 
useful? 
There is the vexed 
question 
of 
state 
prosecution Even if 
Mr. 
Fortas could 
draft 
a law 
that 
would protect ex- 
P resid en ts 
from 
prosecution for vio­ 
lation of state laws? 
It is not a federal 
body 
but a state 
body 
that 
is 
even 
now 
deliberating 
whether to perm it Spiro Agnew to 
practice 
law 
in 
the 
State 
of 
Maryland 
Perhaps Mr. Fortas has it in mind 
to assert federal preemption in the 
m atter. This comes easy to those 
Americans who assume a sort of 
hierarchical preeminence for the 
federal government. The Warren 
Court so argued in upsetting the 
anti-sedition laws in the several 
states. The Court waved in the 
general direction of Charleston v. 
Vamville (1950) and Rice v. Santa 
Fe (1947) which involved, however, 
conflicting federal and state laws on 
carrier s liability and on warehouse 
regulation. 


It simply has not been established 
that Congress can preem pt national 
concern over anything in the world 
it cares about by a mere act of will, 
even 
Fortas’s 
will. 
Alexander 
Hamilton spoke about the issue in

would not receive federal highway 
money, or whatever. 
Perhaps the Fortas Bill should 
read that any state prosecuting 
Richard Nixon, against the wishes 
of Congress, 
the 
United States 
Naval Base would be moved to 
Portland, 
Oregon? 
No 
doubt 
appropriate 
sanctions 
could 
be 
described to cover every state of the 
Union in which Richard Nixon or his 
agents 
operating 
in 
his 
behalf 
allegedly violated a state law. 
And here is one that Abe Fortas 
forgot 
Why not, since he is in 
search now of carrots in place of 
sticks, vote a rew ard0 A reward to 
Richard Nixon, if he will resign the 
Presidency,

million dollars? That isn't much 
money, by Democratic standards: 
Hubert Humphrey's speeches on the 
floor spend at the rate, when last 
measured, of about one hundred 
million dollars per twenty minutes.

The PTA meeting the other night 
on fencing for Miguelito Channel 
was a study in contrasts on the one 
hand 
and 
an 
illustration 
in 
frustration on the other. 


Parents in the Miguelito School 
area met with city and county 
officials 
to discuss 
what 
many 
parents say is a hazard to small 
children. 
Miguelito 
Channel for 
those who don’t know runs from O 
Street and Olive Avenue, west to V 
Street and thence north to the Santa 
Ynez River. 
The 
channel 
is 
unfenced 
for 
the 
m o st 
p a r t 
and 
sloped earthen sides 
have 
proved 
a t­ 
tractive to children 
of all ages. Now re­ 
p o r t s 
i ndic ate 
bicyclists and more 
r ec e nt ly 
m o t o r ­ 
cyclists 
find 
the 
scene a challenging 
one. 


There have been only a few 
injuries reported, but one parent 
summed up the thinking of most of 
those present 
when he said there 
would have to be a death before the 
hazard was eliminated. Naturally in 
th e 
f ace 
of 
such 
feeling, 
government, 
the 
county 
flood 
control district and the City of 
Lompoc have to move swiftly to 
explore alternative solutions.

Bad days at laundrom ats are 
Saturdays and Sundays. Mama does 
the wash and her little son and 


about 10 or 11 years old, government 
engineers then were saying that 
changing hydrology’ had rendered 
the channel only partially effective.

Stubchaer who is a highly regarded 
e n g i n e e r , 
t a l k e d 
a b o u t 
modifications to areas upstream 
from the debris basin at O Street 
and Olive Avenue. One got the 
impression that these modifications 
would take some of the pressure off 
the channel in the rain season. 
The growth of Lompoc, the paving 
over of areas that once could absorb 
rainfall, 
has all aggravated the 
basic problem of too little channel 
for the maximum potential flood 
situation 
In the stormy floods of 1969. the 
flow of w ater from the foothills 
south of Lompoc were only a couple 
of feet from overflowing the earthen 
channel banks. What would happen 
if it did overflow is uncertain, but 
water 
would 
be 
unleased 
on 
inhabited 
areas. 
Depending 
on 
where it overflowed the damage 
would be greater or lesser 
I t ’s 
a 
s o b e r 
t h o u g h t 
to 
contemplate 
the 
possibility 
of 
homes being flooded. 
I believe that’s what Lefkowitz 
meant when he said priorities would 
have to be set and the hazards of no 
fencing would have to be weighed 
against the other possible problems. 


Most of the parents present at the 
meeting last week indicated they 
want fencing. How much can be 
done with the money available will 
have to be determined.

surroundings are bleak, forlorn in 
stark light. The establishments are 
neither comfortable nor inviting

be 
rewarding. Surmount them and you 
have added a degree of dimension to 
your character. 
At the least, you get your clothes 
washed and dried, which is an 
important step to independence.
